GERMANY 
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Many  Changes  Have  Come  to  Schools 
of  Germany  Since  War — Carefree 
Line  of  Old  Days  Has  Given  Way 
to  More  Serious  Work. 


Next  Quarter  Opens 
Tuesday,  March  10 


Ufa  In  German  universities  has 
changed  much  since  the  war,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Vale  News  of  February  17, 
Which  contains  an  interesting  article 
by  Mr.  Alfred  Vaagt,  now  doing  grad¬ 
uate  research  work  at  Yale. 

There  was  once  a  care-free,  joyous, 
over-Joyour  student  life  in  Germany, 
Mr.  Vaagt  says.  Days  and  nights  and 
whole  semesters  of  the  first  academic 
years  of  a  German  student  passed  as 
an  endless  celebration  of  freedom, 
academic  freedom ,  or  youth.  The 
streets  of  the  small  old  university 
towns  echoed  and  re-echoed  the  songs 
about  students'  glory.  It  was  not  nec¬ 
essary  for  him  to  follow  a  strict  pro¬ 
gram,  outlined  for  him  by  the  faculty, 
and  attend  lectures  and  seminaries,  at 
least  not  in  the  first  one  . of  his  eight 
to  ten  semesters  cf  study.  For  those 
who  became  members  of  student  cor¬ 
porations;  by  their  own  free  will  or 
by  their  father’s  will,  who  In  his  uni¬ 
versity  days  had  been  a  member  of 
some  corporation,  it  seemed  of  far 
greater  importance  to  attend  all  the 
strictly  codified  activities  of  his  cor¬ 
poration,  which  pretty  well  filled'  up 
his  days  and  part  of  his  nights  as  well. 

The  history  of  those  .  corporations 
goes  in  many  cases  back  to .  pre-Na- 
poiconic  times.  Most  conspicuous 
among  them  are  the  "combatting  and 
color  wearing,”  corporations.  Their 
members  wear  many  colored  caps,  and 
.  ribbons  of  the  same  color  around  their 
breast.  Though  public  opinion  has 
tried  to  suppress  dueling  they  still 
have,  their  "mepsuren,”  generally 
harmless,  but.  by  no  means- bloodless 
affairs.  The  fighting  usually  takes 
place,  between  selected  members  of 
corporations  of  the  same  category. 
The  object  of  the  fighting  is  to  toach 
the  young  mati  more  niastership-of  his 
nervous  system,  and  it  is’ regarded  as 
of  .no  small  educational  value. 

These,  “color  students",  claimed  be 
fore  the  war  to  be  the  very  core  of 
German  studehihood.  The  number  of 
corporations  has  Increased  and  now 
includes  Christian  fraternities,  singing 
societies,  scientific  and  athletic  organ¬ 
izations,  and  many  others. 

-  Life  in  the  corporations  has  chang¬ 
ed.  Since  the  war,,  politics  have  en¬ 
tered  the  halls  of  every  “alma  mater” 
where  they  were  forbidden  before,  and 
every  party  of  any  importance  has  its 
student  groups. 

A  student  in  Germany,  prior  to  the 
war,  usually  spent  three  or  four  se 
inester's  in  corporation  life  and  then 
went  to  another  university,  where  he 
sat  down  to  real  work.  In  seminaries 
laboratories,  infirmaries,  and  his  more 
or  less  modestly,  furnished  room.  As 
an  older  student  he  had  to  specialize 
and  now  become  a  real  pupil  of  the 
professor  before  whpm  he  Intended  to 
pass  his  examinations  which  Mr, 
Vaagt  says,  though  far  less  in  num 
her  than  in  American  universities 
were  by  no  means  easy.

More  Latin  Meant  Greater  Superiority 

Tltd  records  of  10,000  candidates  for 
college ■  entrance  made  In  the  10-year 
period  1914-1023,  inclusive,  show  that 
the  Latin  students  do  better  by  about 
1:1  per  cent  limit  the  liomLatlii  stu¬ 
dents  in  all  subjects  outside  of  Latin 
and  Greek,  and  in  general  (lie  gronler 
tile  amount  of  Latin  studied  the  great¬ 
er  tlie  superiority.  Three  tests  made 
to  determine  the  reason  for  their  su¬ 
periority  indicated  that  of  tlie  1!!  per 
cent  about  2  per  cent  or  per  cent 
cent  was  due  to  initial  ability  and  11 
per  cent  or  10  per  cent  to  to  some¬ 
thing  in  tile  study  of  Latin.  'I’lie  ad¬ 
vocates  of  formal  discipline  seem  to 
have  been  right  about  the  disciplinary 
values  of  Latin. 

This  report  of  tlie  Classical  League 
will  undoubtedly  be  a  classic  in  edu- 

V 

national  investigations.  The  care, 
thoroughness,  and  impartiality  with 
which  it  has  been  carried  on,  the  spirit 
of  scientific  inquiry  which'  has  ani¬ 
mated  it,  and  tlie  moderation  and 
reasonableness  with  which  die  conclu¬ 
sions  have  been  drawn,  all  commend 
it  as  a  remarkable  project. 

The  findings  will  come  as  a  surprise 
to  many  who  have  thought  .that  tlie 
classical  languages  are  fast  disappear¬ 
ing  and  should  disappear  from  our 
schools.  The  study  of  Greek  is  dis¬ 
appearing,  but  to  find  more  students. of 
Latin  than  of  all  other  foreign  lan¬ 
guages  combined  giving  more  hours' 
a  day  to  Latin  than  to  any  other  high 
school  subject  does  not  argue  any  de¬ 
crease  in  vital  interest  in  the  classics. 
Neither  can  one  safely  say  that  the 
subject  which  attracts  the  pupils  of 
higher  initial  ability  and  tlie  study  of 
which  gives  them  something  that  great 
ly  increases  their  superiority  should 
be  dropped  from  tlie  curriculum.  The 
proponents  of  a  study  of  tlie  classics 
are  in  a  stronger  position  now  than 
they  have  been  for- many  years.  .
